[Text] This year the sailors’ traditional holiday is being celebrated in an atmosphere 
of enormous labor and political enthusiasism evoked by the historic decisions coming 
out of the 26th CPSU Congress.

On this day the homeland honors 
its military seamen, navy veterans, makers and creators of the new ships, equipment and 
weapons. 











This year the holiday is being celebrated in an atmosphere of enormous political and 
labor enthusiasm evoked in our nation by the historic 26th CPSU Congress decisions. 
The tasks put forth at the congress for the building of communism are inspiring the 
Soviet people to make new accomplishments for the sake of strengthening the homeland's 
economic and defense capability.

watch” 


[Text] Take a look at a map of our homeland! Its state border stretches more than 
60,000 kilometers. Almost two thirds of this is maritime border. 








Our people were linked to the sea of yore, and the ocean element has held age-old at- 
traction for the Russians. Cur school of navigation has been developing for centuries 
on the expanses of the southern seas--the Black Sea, the Sea of Azov and the Caspian 
Sea--in the gray waters of the Baltic and the harsh northern seas. Many Russian sail- 
ors rightly hold honored positions among the seafarers who have given their lives to 
the great cause of studying and mastering the oceans. Semen Dezhnev, in the middle of 
the 17th century, was the first to sail from the Arctic Ocean to the Pacific. The 
first Russian “round-the-world sailors” were Ivan Fedorovich Kruzenshtern and Yuriy 
Fedorovich Lisyanskiy. The sailing ships Nadezhda and Neva under their command carried 
the Russian flag in three oceans. Alongside them stand the equally important and bril- 
liant names S.I. Chelyuskin, D.Ya. and Kh.P. laptev, F.F. Bellinsgauzen, M.P. Lazarev, 
G.I. Nevel’skoy, S.O. Makarov, G.Ya. Sedov, 0.Yu. Shmidt and many others. 


Our navy is rich in revolutionary traditions. We never forget the fact that there were 
many naval officers among the first Russian revolutionary Decembrists. On 14 December 
1825 a Guards naval crew was also in Senate Square in Petersburg. During the first Rus- 
Sian revolution there were 30 revolutionary demonstrations and six armed uprisings in 

the navy. Baltic sailors formed the striking force of the Bolshevik party in October 

of 1917. V.I. Lenin rated the sailors’ services highly, noting that they had demon- 
strated themselves to be an “advance fighter for the emancipation of the working classes.” 
The sailors justified with honor on numerous civil-war fronts the great rating given 

them by the leader of the revolution. The image of a sailor in a pea jacket and sailor's 
cap will live in our hearts forever. 





I entered the navy in response to an appeal from the Komsomol Central Committee, and it 
is especially pleasant for me on this festive day for all sailors to say a word on the 
pages of KOMSOMOL’ SKAYA PRAVDA. After all, the Lenin Komsomol and the navy have been 
linked by the closest of fraternal ties for 6 decades now. The Commmnist Party's mili- 
tant assistant--the Russian Communist Youth League--assumed sponsorship over the Naval 
Forces at its fifth congress on 16 October 1922. The news of this stirred all the na- 
tion's youth. The Komsomol gave our navy invaluable mterial and, most importantly, 
moral assistance during those difficult years following the civil war. The very best 
Komsomol envoys merged into the sailors’ ranks. The young people's urge to join the 
navy was truely irrepressible. I recall an incident described by the fleet veterans: 
One Tambov Komsomol member, who was not selected for the service in 1922, walked on his 
own to Petrograd and showed up 2 weeks later on a Baltic Fleet crew, having forced the 
strict commission to fulfill his dream. It is an interesting fact that among the first 
Soviet ships to be placed into the formation, along with the revolution’s cruiser 
Avrora, was the training ship Komsomolets. 


A tradition was born in the 1930s, which became especially prominent during the Great 
Patriotic War--the gathering of funds by Komsomol members for the construction of con- 
bat ships. Many heroic pages were added to our naval history by the submarines 
Chelyabinskiy komsomolets and Yaroslavskiy komsomolets, the torpedo boats Tambovskiy 
komsomolets and Moskovskiy remeslennik Trudovykh Rezervov, the motor gunboat Yeyskiy 


patriot and many others. 











The Great Patriotic War was the most difficult of trials for our people. Under the 
Communist Party's leadership the Soviet p-ople upheld our nation’s honor and indepen- 
dence in fierce battles. The sailors alsc set examples of infinite devotion to the 
homeland. During the war years cur Naval Forces sank more than 2,500 ships and vessels 
belonging to Hitlerite Cormany and its allies, including more than 1,300 transports. 

Up to a half million sailors fought on the land fronts, demonstrating selfless valor. 


More than 75,000 navy Komsomol members were awarded orders and medals for courage and 
heroism demonstrated during the war. More than half of the sailors awarded the title 
Hero of the Soviet Union came from the Komsomol. I would like to mention twice Hero 
Viktor Nikolayevich Leonov, a product of the Komsomol organization at the Kalibr Plant 
in Moscow, and Boris Feoktistovich Safonov, the famous North Sea pilot who had previous- 
ly been involved in Komsomol work. 


Thanks to the constant concern of the Communist Party ami the entire people, our Naval 
Forces now comprise a modern, ocean-going fleet with a well-proportioned combination 

of submarines, aircraft, surface ships and other arms of the forces. The Soviet peopie 
can rightly consider the creation of this powerful, modern fleet as one of their out- 
standing labor feats performed to protect peace and progress. The people in the Soviet 
Navy--its sailors and petty officers, warrant officers, officers and admirals--comprise 
its main strength, however.

Our people have a right to consider the creation of the powerful, modern navy to be 

one of their most outstanding achievements. The creation of the new ships and aircraft, 
power plants, weapons, communications and control systems required enormous outlays of 
energy, persistent searching and creative inspiration on the part of many collectives 

of scientists and designers, engineers and workers. The sailors have respect and grati- 
tude for the selfless labor of the ship-builders and defense industry workers, for all 
the Soviet people who created the navy‘'s material and technological foundation. 


The basic changes which have ocurred in the make-up of the navy, its emergence onto 
the broad ocean expanses and the long cruises made by the submarines and surface ships 
far from their home bases and shores all make great demands of the moral qualities and 
combat efficiency of the sailors. 


The navy has remarkable commanders, political cadres and engineers. An absolute ma jori- 
ty of the officers have a higher education. Each graduate of a higher naval school 
arrives on board the ship with a military engineer's diploma.

Most of the first- 
term sailors have completed secondary school or a technikum or have trained at DOSAAF 
clubs and schools. 


It is not just a matter of the overail education and technical competence of the navy's 
fightingmen, however. Even more important is the fact that our sailors today are fer- 
vent patriots and convinced internationalists, ideologically strong, courageous and skil- 
ful defenders of the homeland, always ready to perform heroic acts for the sake of the 
beloved homeland. The Leninist party has brought them up to be such loyal sons of the 
people. They have inherited the revolutionary spirit of sailors on the Avrora and 
fightingmen of the October Revolution and the selfless valor demonstrated by heros of 

the Great Patriotic War.

Tke glorious revolutionary and combat traditions of sailors in the Russian navy, their 
devotion to Lenin's cause and their good organization moved them into the front ranks 
of those fighting the enemies of the October Revolution. A total of 6,500 sailors left 
Baltic Sea ships to defend Petrograd between 13 and 31 October of 1919 alone. Sailors 
of the Astrakhan-Caspian, Volga, Northern Dvina, Dnepr and Azov flotillas, who routed 
the White Guards on the civil war fronts, performed with excellence. The names P. 
Dybenko, N. Markin, A. Zhelezhyakov, T. Ul'‘yantsev, V. Polukhin and many other well- 
known organizers of the masses of sailors, who set examples of courage and selfless 
service to the Communist Party's cause, have been eternalized in the combat chronicle 
of our Armed Forces. 


The Caspian Sea sailors took an active part in the establishment of Soviet power in 
Azerbaijan and other areas on the Caspian Sea, the quelling of counterrevolution- 
ary insurrections and the building of a new society in the former outlands of czgarist 
Russia. 


During the period of foreign military intervention and civil war the Red Navy conducted 
intense combat operations and justified the trust of the party and the people. The 
attacks on it were especially heavy. The 10th party congress held in March of 1921 
stated in its decision: "...take steps to rebuild and strengthen the Red Navy." During 
the pre-war, five-year periods our fleet became an awesome force capable of defending 
the nation against aggression from the sea. 


This capability was clearly demonstrated dur Ing the Great Patriotic War. With their 
active operations sailors of the Black Sea, Baltic and Caspian fleets inflicted con- 
siderable looses upon the enemy, skilfully and steadfastly repelled the enemy's attacks. 
The fame of the unequal defense of the coastal hero-cities of Odessa, Sevastopol’, 
Leningrad, Kerch’ and Novorossiysk, in which the navy played a truely outstanding role, 
resounded throughout the world. It also did its bit in the epic of Stalingrad. The 
sailors were active in the storming of Berlin. More than 2,500 ships and vessels be- 
longing to Hitlerite Germany and its allies were destroyed in naval battles. More than 
110 naval landing operations were carried out. More than 400,000 sailors fought on 
land. They demonstrated mass heroism. More than 350,000 sailors were awarded orders 
and medals and more than 600 received the title Hero of the Soviet Union for courage, 
steadfastness and military valor demonstrated in the battles. 


During the Great Patriotic War the Caspian Flotilla successfully performed the combat 
missions assigned it by command, guarded transports travelling from Baku to Astrakhan, 
protected shipments of oil and other national economic and strategic cargo across the 
sea and delivered replenishments to troops of the North Caucasus Front. The Caspian 
Higher Naval School was turned into a workshop for training officer cadres for the navy. 


During the period of intense fighting on the land fronts the flotilla detailed 5,000 
sailors, petty officers and officers from its personnel and sent them to be formed into 
naval infantry units. We shall always remember the names of the heros who showed the 
entire world models of courage, steadfastness and fearlessness: Baku seaman K. Mamedov, 
who gave his life to save his company commander from death; Petty Officer 2nd Rank M. 
Sotnikov and others, who were awarded the title Hero of the Soviet Union; the defenders 
of Suarskoye Canyon, and others, whose military service is an example to be emulated 

by others. 
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Thanks to the Communist Party's daily concern our navy has become even more powerful 
Since the war. Its main striking force is made up of atomic-powered, missile-carrying 
submarines and naval, missile-carrying aircraft. In February-March of 1966 Soviet nu- 
clear-powered submarines performed the world's first, group around-the-world cruise 
under water. They traveled around 25,000 miles without surfacing. The power of the 
Soviet Naval Forces is a restraining factor in the aggressive aspirations of the in- 
perialist states. Together with personnel of the armies and navies of the Warsaw Pact 
nations, they are honorably fulfilling a qualitatively new function--they are the guar- 
antee of peace throughout the world. 


The main strength of the Naval Forces lies in their people. The young sailors did not 
experience the harsh trials which fell to the lot of their fathers and grandfathers. 
They sacredly preserve and add to the traditions of the older generations, however.

| Interview with Adm Aleksey Ivanovich Sorokin, member of the Military Council and chief 
of the Political Directorate of the Navy: "The Soviet Nation's Ocean Power” | 


[Text] On 26 July the Soviet people celebrate USSR Navy Day. 


On the eve of the holiday we addressed a number of questions to Admiral 
Aleksey Ivanovich Sorokin, member of the Military Council and chief of 
the Political Directorate of the Navy. Agitators can use his answers 

to prepare for talks on the eve of the holiday celebrating Soviet sailors. 


| Question] We know that leading circles in the USA, in a drive for military superiority, 
are initiating a dangerous new round of the arms race. Among other things, they are 
building up the striking power of their navy. What do our sailors regard their tasks 

to be in this situation? 


|Answer]| The Naval Forces are a part of the Soviet Armed Forces, and their tasks are 
precisely defined by the Constitution. "It is the duty of the Armed Ferces of the USSR,” 
Article 31 of the Fundamental Law states, “reliably to protect the socialist homeland, 

to remain in a constant state of combat readiness ensuring an immediate rebuff to any 
aggressor.” 


The 26th CPSU Congress underscored the fact that the party and the state never for a 
minute forget about the strengthening of the nation's defenses, of its Armed Forces, 
a need dictated by the worsened international situation in the world today. 


The navy is assigned the role of one of the main striking forces in the plans of the 
American military clique. The bulk of those nuclear weapons possessed by the so-called 
nuclear "triad" is already concentrated on submarines and missile-carrying aircraft. 

The “triad” includes, in addition to the navy, air forces and land-based, strategic mis- 
Siles. 


In March of this year U.S. Secretary of the Navy D. Lehman stated that the number of 
surface ships and submarines should be increased to 600. He then stated frankly that 
one of the tasks facing the U.S. Navy lies in having the "capability to attack the 
Kola Peninsula in the Arctic, where, at Murmansk,,the main base of the Russian North- 
ern Fleet is located.” Such statements attest the fact that militaristic psychosis is 
being kindled in the USA. Americal imperialism's aggressiveness is confirmed not only 
by adventuristic statements, but also by numerous facts. During a 30-year period (1946- 
1975) the U.S. Government used armed force more than 200 times in support of its poli- 
tical actions inimical to the cause of peace, including 177 instances in which it sent 
combat ships to intervene in the affairs of other states. These figures were provided 
by the American Brookings Institution. The Pentagon presently has large naval forma- 
tions not only in the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans but also in the Persian Gulf Region. 
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The Soviet people possess everything they need to repell any aggressor, and, as Con- 
rade L.1l. Brezhnev stated at ceremonies in Kiev, "if we are forced to do so, we will 


find a rapid and effective response to any challenge by a militant imperialisn." 


While congruously developing all services of the Armed Forces, the party and 
the govern- 

ment have taken steps to create a modern, ocean-going navy. Today it ~ i cmben) hhate 
of nuclear-powered submarines, a multi-purpose aviation, including deck-based aircraft 
the necessary means to combat enemy submarines, naval infantry formations, an appropri - 
ate Ba gp of radiocelectronic and automatic Systems for controlling the weapons and 
com equipment, and reliable communications and navigational capabili operat - 
ing in any area of the World Ocean. * — 


Speaking of the navy's combat strength, I would like to stress once again the fact that 
our State's navy was created not for aggression but to protect the security of the home- 
land and other countries of the socialist commonwealth, to help preserve peace through- 
out the world. However, it would be a mistake to think that our desire for peace is 
dictated by weakness or inadequate combat capability. 


“The USSR,” Comrade L.I. Brezhnev stated at the z6th CPSU Congress, "is prepared to 
engage in talks on the limitation of any type of armamerits. We have proposed banning 
the creation of the naval missile system Tridert in the USA and the corresponding sys- 
tem in our nation. This proposal was not accepted. As a result, the Americans have 
created the new submarine Ohio, which carries Trident-1 missiles. We have created a 
similar system--the Tayfun. Just who has gained from this"? 


We will not tolerate any military superiority over ourselves. The Soviet Government 
and our people maintain the Armed Forces at a level corresponding to modern demands. 


[Question] At the 26th CPSU Congress Comrade L.I. Brezhnev gave a high rating to those 
in the combat ranks of today's defenders of the homeland. What can you say about our 


navy personnel? 


fAnswer| People infinitely devoted to the Communist Party and the Soviet people, pre- 
pared to come to the defense of our socialist conquests at any time--this is the navy's 


strength. 


Today, all our command, political, engineering and technical personnel have the necws- 
sary political and special training. Nothing but officers with a higher education serve 
on the nuclear-powered submarines. More than half of our officers are specialists with 
engineering training. As a rule, experienced cadres who have completed the Naval Acad- 
emy are appointed commanders of the units and formations. A full 90 percent of the 
officers are communists or Komsomol members. The seagoing and shvore-based warrant of- 
ficers receive the necessary training at schools. 


Most of the youth joining the navy have a secondary education. Many of them have 
studied in DOSAAF courses and groups prior to their induction. This enables the per- 
sonnel rapidly to master the complex equipment and weapons and to earn high ratings. 
At the present time, every second fightingman is an expert in the combat and political 
training, and more than 90 percent of the personnel are rated specialists. 
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The selflessness and great skill of the sailors is highly appreciated by the Soviet 
people. During the period between the 25th and 26th CPSU Congresses high state awards 
were conférred upon many seamen, petty officers, warrant officers and officers. Of- 
ficers A. Gusev, V. Kozlov, V. lushin and others were awarded the title Hero of the 
Soviet Union.

[Text ] The slogan “a mighty Soviet power must have a mighty navy” 
was popular in our nation even before the Great Patriotic War. This 
slogan has now become a reality. A powerful navy has been created! 
An ocean-going, missile-carrying navy with submarines and aircraft. 


Our navy can perform its missions in any area of the World Ocean to 
protect the homeland's state interests. It possesses powerful sur- 
face ships, nuclear-powered submarines, naval aircraft and ships 
capable of carrying those aircraft far into the ocean expanses. 


The main strength of the Soviet Naval Forces, however, lies in 
their people, people infinitely devoted to their Communist Party 
and the Soviet government, to their people. This article is about 
people in three different naval occupations. 


Ma jor Polosin 


This was perhaps one of the happiest days in his lifes The communists had elected 
Major Viktor Petrovich Polosin, commander of a naval infantry subunit, as a delegate 
to our party's 26th congress. His thoughts turned more than once to the past. He 
thought about that path, filled with military work, which had brought him to the 
party forum..«ece« 
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Did he think that he would ever become a naval infantryman? Probably not. After con- 
pleting a 10-year school he enrolled in a tank school. He was drawn by the speed and 
great destructive force of the armored vehicles. Just before he was to enter the 
school, however, Polosin was unexpectedly asked to join the naval infantry. 


Polosin did not give his answer immediately. He wanted to think about it. He thought 
about it and recalled something his father had told him: “Never be afraid of diffi- 
culties. Remember that there are no easy roads.” 


And he began his difficult retraining as a naval infantryman. Polosin learned how 

to swim, run and jump well and became accustomed to the sea. The landing ships would 
sometimes take days to reach the training sites for a landing operation, and the roll- 
ing of the ship would simply wear him out. It would seem that there was no strength 
left for the crucial assault wave, but this is precisely what the naval infantry was 
created for. Just exert your will--and move ahead! 


The naval infantrymen then began mastering the air. They would drop from the skies 
and, barely touching the earth, rush into swift attacks: After all, the primary fea- 
tures of the naval infantry are speed and drive. 


It was a long time before Polosin considered himself to be a naval infantryman, how- 
ever. He persistently learned the tactics for conducting combat on shorelines and 
mastered equipment which was for the most part new to him. Perhaps his first physical 
perception of belonging to the naval infantry came that day when he was awarded the 
order “For Service to the Homeland in the Armed Forces of the USSR,” 3rd dec. ree. This 
occured after he had made his subunit an excellent one, after he had made more than a 
dozen parachute drops, after he had led numerous successful attacks from the sea. 


It is apparent that his persistence in achieving this set goals, his industry, his 
real command capabilities, which involve a good combination of demandingness and 
humanity, brought him the respect of his subordinates. 


In the Ocean Depths 


The mission assigned Captain 2nd Rank Kasper-Yust, commander of a nuclear-powered 
submarine, was stated in the military style, succinctly and precisely: “Put out to 
sea, find the nuclear-powered ‘enemy’ submarine, guide the ASW ships to it and in 
no way allow it to break out beyond the line specified.” 


Kasper-Yust's submarine entered the open ocean at night, reached the designated spot, 
sank to the bottom and began performing the mission. The scanning equipment was turned 
on. 


Scanning is not a simple matter. It requires not only precise, error-free operation 
of the equipment, but also a pvecise and smoothly coordinated performance by the en- 
tire crew. Kasper-Yust did not doubt that the equipment would perform reliably. Nor 
did the commander have any doubts about bis crew. 


The search was now in its 3rd hour, but the “enemy” submarine had still not been de- 
tected. The sonar operator reported monotonously: “Horizon clear.... Horizon 
clear...” 
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The commander went to the chart room. The navigator was bent over a chart, busily 
plotting, as the sailors call it. That is, he was entering on the chart all of the 
courses which they followed. 


“Might the calculations te wrong?” Kasper-Yust thought. At this point the sonar 
operator made his next report:

Its goal is to collect 
the memoirs and documents of veterans of the Great Patriotic War. Operation 
"Duty," being conducted by people in this oblast, also deserves complete support. 
Its purpose is to render help to disabled persons and war veterans. Some 
oblasts of the RSFSR have had DOSAAF days. The programs at the special days have 
included lectures, reports, seminars with activists, topical discussion evenings, 
meetings between young people and veterans of the war and labor, and sports 
events. In Kaliningradskaya Oblast members of the Defense Society have par- 
ticipated in conducting celebrations on the streets named after heroes. In 
Ryazanskaya Oblast they are taking part in reviews of military-patriotic songs. 


DOSAAF committees further the indoctrination of young people in the heroic 
deeds of the older generations by every means. They conduct solemn memorial 
rituals at monuments of public glory, memorial complexes, and mass graves of 
fallen soldiers. The great emotional impact of these activities gives them a 
substantial indoctrination effect and inspires young people to make a personal 
contribution to the national cause of strengthening the economic and defensive 
might of our socialist lar4. 
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Nevertheless, the work of our committees and organizations on silitary- 
patriotic indoctrination of the working people sometimes lacks militance, con- 
creteness, and fighting spirit. Propaganda activities are still on occasion 
catried out without regard for the jobs being done by DOSAAF organizations. 

We do not have a well-organized system for work with particular categories of 
people, especially with rural young people. The technique of comprehensively 
solving the problems of indoctrination work is being assimilated slowly. The 
Flenum of the Central Committee of USSR DOSAAF, meeting in November 1980, called 
on committees of the Society to concentrate their efforts on raising the level 
of ideological and indoctrination work in theorganizations in order to more 
actively shape ideological convictions in Soviet people and increase their 
readiness to defend the homeland. 


DOSAAF crganizations are doing a grea: deal to propagandize military-technical 
knowledge among working people aud especially young people. The all-Union 
competitive inspection of primary Komsomol and DOSAAF organizations now under- 
way and the examination of predraft young people for military-technical training 
are very helpful here. Tens of milliors of young men and women are participating 
in these activities. 


The quality of young people's preparation ror military service and the level of 
training and indoctrination of specialists for the army and navy have risen sig- 
nificantly in recent years. During the last training year about 96 percent 

of the students of DOSAAF schools finished their training with outstanding or 
good scores, more than 75 percent became rated sportsmen, and more than 95 percent 
passed the tests of the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense) examination. 


Most of the schools are performing their assigned goals successfully. This has 
become possible thanks to a number of steps that were taken to improve the quali- 
tative composition of the administrative and teaching staff, enhance their 
methodological skills, develop physical facilities for training, and streamline 
the training and indoctrination process. 


Meetings between students and fighting men and meetings of teachers with the 
parents of students are held more frequently at the schools today. Ceremonial 
sendoffs to military service are organized; outstanding students are photo- 
graphed standing by the unfurled banner of the enterprise and then the future 
fighting men are given photographs with the inscription "From the labor banner 
to the military banner.” Our Armed Forces are now receiving better-trained 
recruits, capable of mastering the complex combat equipment quickly. 


A growing number of the training organizations meet high contemporary standards. 
Two-thirds of them now have well equipped classrooms, laboratories, training 
grounds, and vehicle driving areas. More than 100 training organizations have 
been given the lofty title of model organizations. For example, take the 
Dnepropetrovsk Unified Technical School. It has large, well-lighted classrooms 
for theoretical study, a 300-seat assembly hall, and teaching methods labora- 
tories and offices. The locel naval school trains people for ship engineering 
departments, and its graduates are serving very well at sea. Aleksandr Murav'yev 
graduated from the school 10 years ago. He is now a captain-lieutenant. Oleg 
Rudenko, another graduate of the school, holds the same rank. Yevgeniy Karasev 
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recently studied there. As a boy he was interested in underwater sports. 

He is now a USSR master of sport as well ag a naval officer. In additior to 
men for the engineering department, the school trains pilots, machinist's 

mates, and scuba divers. It has five sports sections. The school's aviation 
sport club trains sky divers and glider pilots. Fourteen of its graduates 

have been given the lofty title Hero of the Soviet Union. Every one who studies 
at the aviation sport club today takes these courageous airmen and their 

heroic deeds as a vivid example of loyal service to the fatherland, the party, 
and the people. And we have many such schools. In the coming years all training 
organizations will be located in good, modern facilities and supplied with the 
latest training equipment. 


But we have not yet done everything possible to raise the quality of training for 
predraft youth. Not all the schools are meeting their challenges of insuring 
the unity of training and indoctrination. 


The Defense Society faces important work when training cadres for the national 
economy. DOSAAF today trains more than half of all motor vehicle drivers in the 
country. Last year alone some 2.5 million specialicts went through training and 
retraining, including 1.35 million drivers. For the 10th Five-Year Plan as a 
whole more than 12 million persons went through training at DOSAAF organizations. 


The Defense Society is doing a great deal to continue building the mass physical 
training movement and improve sports skills. At the present time more than 31 
million people take part in our sections and teams, including 11 million 
secondary students. We have more than 250 technical sports clubs and 97 tech- 
nical sports schools for children and young people. More than 50 million 
people participated in the 7th Summer Spartakiad of the USSR peoples in tech- 
nical and applied military types of sport. More than 11 million sportsmen 
passed the ratings tests and 2,830 became USSR masters of sport. 


DOSAAF sportsmen have become stronger in the international arena. Our teams in 
airplane, helicopter, and parachute sport, motorcycle races on ice, and masters 
of underwater speed swimming have done very well. Our radio operators had 
excellent results in sport radio direction finding. Our motorball [motorcycle 
soccer] players won the Europe Cup for the 10th time. Soviet ship and car 
model builders distinguished themselves. DOSAAF sportsmen won 741 medals at 
major international competitions in 1980, including 376 gold medals. They set 
41 world records and 60 USSR records. 


Each year technical and applied military sports gain more popularity with our 
young people; they are becoming an inseparable part of the Soviet mass physical 
training and sports movement. And this is very important, because partici- 
pating in these types of sport toughens young people physically, instills young 
men and women with high moral qualities and strong will, and teaches them love 
for machinery and mastery of it. 


The Soviets of People's Deputies are very helpful to the Defense Society and 
its organizations in carrying out the jobs assigned by the party. The executive 
committees and standing commissions of the Soviets often discuse questions 
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of military-patriotic work at their sessions and plan activities to improve mass 
defense, training, and sports work. They are devoting attention to building up 
the material-technical base of the society. 


Committees of the Society are developing stronger ties with the departments of 
public education and departments of culture of the local Soviets of People's 
Deputies. Lessons in courage at the schools, military-patriotic clubs for young 
people, and joint military-patriotic mass activities have become effective forms 
of jractical cooperation between local Soviets and DOSAAF committees. 


But not all local Soviets are attentive to the wants and needs of DOSAAF organi- 
zations. There are, unfortunately, cases where decisions by the executive conm- 
mittees of Soviets to build DOSAAF facilities and assign construction organiza- 
tions are delayed. In some oblasts, cities, and rayons construction of 
facilities for us has been delayed for many years and is still not completed.

PROGRESS, PROBLEMS IN TRAINING ORGANIZATIONS

[Text] The draft document of the CPSU Central Committee for the 26th party 
congress, "Basic Directions of Economic and Social Development of the USSR for 
1981-1985 and the Period until 1990" devotes considerable attention to the prob- 
lems of further improving the indoctrination of Soviet people in the spirit of 
patriotism and socialist internationalism, to problems of shaping the new type of 
human being, and to the questions of even broader and more comprehensive develop- 
ment of physical training and sports in the country. 


Our Defense Society, which numbers 94 million people in its ranks, is making an 
important contribution to performing these tasks, as are other organizations. 

In the just-completed 10th Five-Year Plan DOSAAF committees, primary organi- 
zations, and collectives at schools, air clubs, and air sport clubs achieved 
definite successes in ideological conditioning of DOSAAF members and in military- 
patriotic and sports work with young people. 


The communists who work in the committees, primary organizations, and sports and 

training organizations of the Society set an example in ideological and military- 

patriotic indoctrination of DOSAAF members. Hundreds and thousands of communists, 

putting in considerable time and effort, carry on propaganda among young people , 
for the revolutionary, combat, and labor traditions of the party, Soviet people, 

and Armed Forces, give lectures and reports, act as leaders, volunteer instructors, 

coaches, and teachers in technical schools and air clubs, and head sports sections 

and circles. 


Among the communists who participate enthusiastically in military-patriotic and 
mass defense work in DOSAAF organizations are veterans of the Civil War and 
Great Patriotic War, other veterans of the Armed Forces, current members of the 
army, air force, and navy, and well-known industrial and agricultural workers, 
scientists, and engineers. 


The decree of the CPSU Central Committee entitled “Further Improving Ideological 
and Political Indoctrination Work" provided a new impetus to activity for DOSAAF 
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organizations. Carrying out the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress and the 
decree of the party Central Committee, many DOSAAF committees and organizations 
have done a great deal of work in recent years to improve and raise the level 

of all military-patriotic propaganda and make it more effective. Special weeks 
and months devoted to mass defense work have begun to be conducted in a more 
meaningful way. DOSAAF organizations now take a more active part with the 
Komsomol, trade unions, and other organizations involved in the all-Union excur- 
sion of young people to the sites of the revolutionary, combat, and labor glory 
of the Soviet people. DOSAAF organizations are finding more effective forms of 
participation in the "Orlenok" and "Zarnitea”" military-sports games, giving these 
games an applied military orientation. We should take particular note of the 
DOSAAF members of Belorussia, the Ukraine, a number of oblasts in the RSFSR, and 
Moscow and Leningrad. In the 10th Five-Year Plan the USSR DOSAAF Central 
Committee, the DOSAAF central committees of the Union republics, and the kray and 
oblast committees of the Society took a number of steps to improve and build the 
material-technical base of ideological and patriotic indoctrination of the working 
people, in particular young people. Im recent years 37 DOSAAF Houses have been 
built, and hundreds of Lenin rooms have been set up in DOSAAF schools. The 
training and sports organizations have been supplied with up-to-date technical 
propaganda equipment. The local organizations today have hundreds of motion 
picture setups and thousands of television sets, tape recorders, and slide pro- 
jectors and library resources are systematically Built up. 


There is a growing number of primary organizations where ideological and military- 
patriotic indoctrination and the effectiveness of activities carried on receive 
constant and fixed attention. Special lecture bureaus for young people are being 
organized for the issues of Lenin's teachings and the requirements of the CPSU 
and USSR Constitution on defense of the socialist fatherland and on military- 
technical questions. Lectures are given on the Soviet Armed Forces and the com- 
bat brotherhood of the people and armies of the socialist communities. These 
lecture bureaus are operating vigorously, for example, in the DOSAAF organiza- 
tions of the Minsk Tractor Plant, the Kolkhoz imeni V. I. Lenin, Starorusskiy 
Rayon of Novgorodskaya Oblast, and numerous other enterprises in Ul'yanovsk, 
Volgograd, and other cities and towns. Unfortunately, some committees are going 
very slowly in improving indoctrination work. The last Plenum of the DOSAAF Cen- 
tral Committee had serious criticisms of the Tajik DOSAAF Central Committee and 
the Tomskaya, Mordovskaya, Amurskaya, and other oblast DOSAAF committees. 


Military-patriotic indoctrination of young people is closely linked to pre- 
paring young men to defend the homeland and its ground, air, and maritime 
frontiers. In the last five-year plan the training and indoctrination of 
specialists for the army, air force, and navy in the DOSAAF system improved 
significantly. Each year roughly 95 percent of the students at DOSAAF schools 
finish the training program with outstanding or good results. More than 70 per- 
cent of then become rated sportsmen and about 90 percent pass the test of the 
GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] exam. 


One-third of the draftees today have gone througi: elementary training in DOSAAF 
organizations, where they learn the fundamentals of the honorable military 
calling and are toughened ideologically, physically, and morally. 
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The DOSAAF organizations in Lithuania, Armenia, Georgia, and Omskaya, 
Tul'skaya, and other oblasts of the RSFSR are among the best in training spe- 
cialists for the Armed Forces. The level of political indoctrination work 
with predraft young and draftees has risen noticeably in these and numerous 
other organizations and political training periods and information sessions are 
conducted in a more thorough and diversified manner. 


Unfortunately, however, we still have training organizations in which there are 
serious shortcomings in the preparation of young men for service in the army and 
navy. We find cases of simplification, inflation of scores, and other weak- 
nesses. These problems were uncovered at several DOSAAF schools in the Tajik 
SSR, in Volgogradskaya and Permskaya oblasts, and in Checheno-Ingushskaya ASSR. 


Management of the development of technical and applied military force plays an 
important part in DOSAAF work. 


At the present time more than 31 million persons are involved in DOSAAF circles, 
sections, and teams, and this includes 11 million secondary students. The 
society has more than 7,000 technical sports clubs and 94 technical sport schools 
for young people. 


The spartakiad competition has worked very well for involving young people in 
sports. More than 50 million participants appeared to take part in the 7th 
Summer Spartakiad of the USSR Peoples for military-technical sports. Eleven 
miliion sportsmen met the test for ratings, and 2,830 of them became USSR masters 
of sports. 


Competition in honor of great dates in the life of our country and its Armed 
Forces and for prizes named aft<r heroes of war and labor have become wide- 
spread. These contests have great value for indoctrinatfion. 


DOSAAF athletes are becoming stronger in the international arena. Our airplane 
and helicopter teams have done very well. Soviet parachutists (sky divers) have 
won the title of absolute world champions 13 times; this team won first place at 
the 13th World Championships in 1980. Parachutist Nikolay Ushmayev became abso- 
lute world champior for the second time. 


Our motorcycle racers on ice won new victories at the world championship. Our 
athletes in the speed types of underwater swimming won the title of world 
champion. Soviet model car racers scored a convincing victory in the first 
world championships. Our radio operators did very well at the world champion- 
ships in radio direction finding sport. Our motorball [motorcycle soccer] team 
won the Europe Cup for the 10th time. We take pride in the fact that Igor’ 
Sokolov, a graduate of the Ufa DOSAAF Technical Sports Club, became a champion 
at the 22nd Olympic Games. Our athletes have won several hundred medals in re- 
cent major international competitions, including 403 gold medals. They have 
set 86 world records. DOSAAF committees are giving noticeably more attention 
to organizing and conducting indoctrination work with athletes. 


An all-Union science-practice conference was dedicated to the development of 
technical and applied military types of sports and improving the quality and 
effectiveness of indoctrination work with sportsmen. 
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Each year technical and applied military sports gain more popularity and become 
a constituent part of the Soviet mass physical training and sports movement. 
This is natural. Involvement in these types of sport toughens young people, 
instills good moral qualities and strength of will in young men and women, 

and teaches them to love the equipment and master its use. 


It must be observed here, however, that the overall level of development of 
technical and applied military sports is not yet entirely satisfactory. Many 
places are not giving them adequate attention. A trend has been noted in recent 
years toward a certain decline in the number of persons participating in such 
large-scale forms of these sports as rifle shooting. 


Classes in model making, including aviation models, play an important role in 

the development of the technical types of sports. Unfortunately, many DOSAAF 
organizations are not showing a real interest in this area of technical cre- 
ativity. Many general educational and vocational-technical schools have neither 
study circles nor sections. The total number of persons involved in model making 
stayed practically unchanged throughout the last five-year plan. We must work to 
see that model making circles and sections are active in the primary DOSAAF 
organizations of every general educational and vocational-technical school and 
tekhnikum. DOSAAF committees must take concrete steps to accomplish this. 

They must see that volunteer instructors and coaches are trained, establish the 
material-technical base needed, and give methodological help. 


It is no accident that the above-mentioned types of sports are being emphasized, 
because their development does not require substantial material expenditures. 

It is simple to prepare for and conduct competitions in them and they can be cul- 
tivated at most DOSAAF organizations. 


The aviation sports organizations of Moldavia and the Union republics of Central 
Asia and the Transcaucasus are doing poorly in training parachute sportsmen and 
highly rated glider operators. 


In our work to develop technical and applied military types of sports and in 
indoctrination work with young men and women we must begin from the idea that 
sports are an important part of the communist indoctrination of working people, 
especially young people, and instilling high moral qualities in then. 


The draft of the CPSU Central Committee on the basic directions of development 
emphasizes the need to work actively to develop mass physical training and 
sports and promote broader everyday involvement in them by Soviet people.

There are some 30 DOSAAF aviation collectives among those who achieved the 
highest scores in their work. Red banners of the USSR DOSAAF Central Committee 
and the Central Committee of the Aviation Worker Trade Union were awarded to the 
leaders in competition: the Volchansk Aviation School for Pilots, the 
Zaporozh'yev, Kemerovo, and Bryansk air clubs, and the Central Glider Club. 

The collectives of the Kinel'-Cherkassy and Third Moscow Air Club, which 
achieved the best results in training specialists for the Soviet Armed Forces, 
received the challenge Red Banner of the Afr Force and Airborne Troops. 


Among the leaders based on results for the final year of the five-year plan were 
the aviation training organizations of Volgograd, Kemerovo, Zaporozhye, 
Rostov, Sverdlovsk, Minsk, Saratov, Chelyabinsk, and others. 


For many years now a large majority of the DOSAAF aviation organizations 

have worked without serious flight accidents, The skills of pilots, parachutists 
(sky divers), and glider operators are growing steadily, and "del‘taplaneryye” 
[possibly hang glider] circles and sections are gaining strength. But we 

also still have many aviation organizations which did not do so well in the last 
five-year plan. The directors of a number of air clubs in the RSFSR, Ukraine, 
and other republics have been seriously criticized at times for major weaknesses 
in management of the training process and for omissions in organizational and 
indoctrination work with permanent and temporary club personnel 
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Some republic, kray, and oblast committees have also decreased the atten- 
tion given to aviation training organizations. These shortcomings have been 
observed in the Ukraine, Lithuania, Estonia, Tajikistan, the Mordvinian ASSR, 
and numerous other places. The managers of certain committees still visit the 
air clubs and air sports clubs only rarely, do not become involved in their 
affairs, and sometimes know nothing about them at all. 


As the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress emphasized, we must approach the 
evaluation of every individual and every leader from the standpoint of uncompro- 
mising party standards and principles. In some cases, possibly, we should help 
straighten things out, while in others we should be strict and exacting. 


In this connection I consider it essential to focus the attention of the 
managers of DOSAAF committees and aviation organizations on safety during 
flights and parachute jumps. This is one of the paramount conditions for high- 
quality performance of plan assignments for training aviation specialists and 
sportsmen. Accident-free flight work does not happen all By itself. it pre- 
supposes a high level of organization and precision, strict discipline, and hard 
work by every individual. Diligence and precise performance and a constant 
sense of responsibility for the asgigned work are becoming particularly important. 


This is exactly how people operate in most of our aviation clubs. But un- 
fortunately, there are also still organizations where deviations from the rules 
and laws of aviation service are permitted. One sometimes meets pilots who 
have a poor knowledge of the regulations, instructions, and other documents 
that regulate procedures for training and indoctrinating students and sportsmen. 
Why, for example, have possible causes of accidents occurred in the air club 
headed by Comrade Borisov. It is because they have lowered standards there and 
they do not wage an uncompromising battle against violations of order. And as 
we know from experience, when every mistake is forgiven disaster is not far off. 


I could also name a few other air clubs where deviations from flying rules and 
controlling documents are not always halted. 


A short time ago, for example, a thorough and serious conversation was held 
with A. Chekanov, chief of the Vyazniki air club, and his deputy A. Vokhnyanov. 
There had been flagrant violations against flight discipline there, as well as 
violations of the methodology for training sportsmen. Individual political 
indoctrination was poorly organized. The oblast DOSAAF committee kept away from 
club affairs. In the meantime, no striking changes for the better occurred 
at the Vyazniki air club. Last year several possible causes of flight acci- 
dents occurred because of the poor personal discipline of certain instructors 
at the air club. All this should certainly have forced the leaders of the club 
to review their style of work, evaluate it in the self-critical manner of the 
party, and direct the collective to move decisively to improve flight work. 

But this was not done. Indeed, how could they direct their people to perform 
the assigned missions when their leader: themselves did not set an example for 
subordinates, violated discipline, and failed to observe preflight conditions? 
The Bureau of the Presidium of the USSR DOSAAF Central Committee called the at- 
tention of the Vladimirskaya Oblast DOSAAF committee to shortcomings in the 
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work of aviation organizations in the oblast and demanded that it take firm 
steps to improve all training and indoctrination work in the clubs. 


Our country attaches enormous importance to the development of physical training 
and sports. The party and Government show constant concern for steadily in- 
creasing mass involvement in physical training and sports, not just in top 
athletic achievements. As Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, General Secretary of the 
CPSU Central Committee, observed in his report at the 26th party congress, 
physical training and sports should be a part of everyday life for all strata 

of the population, particularly for children, 


Our time is the time of scientific-technical progress. Machinery is increasingly 
penetrating all areas of our lives. Available hardware also determines the de- 
fense potential of the country and the might of the Armed Forces. But machinery 
only becomes a measure of strength when people have completely mastered it. 


Sports occupy a very important place in DOSAAF activities, especially technical 
and applied military sports. At the present time more than 30 million people, 
including 11 million school children participate in DOSAAF clubs, sections, 

teams and circles. The Society now has more than 7,000 sports-technical schools. 
The material-technical base is steadily improved and updated. 


Spartakiads have proven very useful to involve young people in sports. Thus, 
more than 50 million participants took part in the Seventh Summer Spartakiad 
of the peoples of the USSR in military-technical sports in 1979. During the 
competition 11 million of them passed rating: tests and 2,830 became USSR 
masters of sport. 


Last year alone more than 1,500 DOSAAF members, including airmen, became USSR 
masters of sports and 55 were awarded the honorary title International Class 
USSR Master of Sport. The achievements of our sport pilots, frequent victors 
in the European and world championships, are widely known. Among these pilots 
are Lidiya Leonova, Valentina Yaikova, Igor Yegorov, and Mikhail Molchanyuk. 
Honored USSR Coach and Communist Kasum Guseynovich Mazhmudinov has headed the 
USSR national sport airplane team for more than 10 years. The team is char- 
acterized by a strong collective spirit, persistence in working for victory, 
boldness, and skill. 


For many years DOSAAF sport parachute jumpers have been the strongest in the 
world. The country's national team, which consists mainly of graduates of 

the Defense Society, has won the title of world champion 13 times. The team 
brought back 26 medals from the last 15th Championships, including eight gold 
medals. For the first time in the history of parachute sport International 
Class USSR Master of Sport Nikolay Ushmayev repeated as absolute world champion. 
DOSAAF members Igor’ Terlo, Valentina Zakoretskaya, Maya Kostina, and many 
others are the pride of Soviet parachute sport. 


Helicopter sports are relatively young. Only three world championships have 
been held, and at the last two our sportsmen proved best trained. Soviet heli- 
copter pilots Vladimir Smirnov and Lyudmila Prikhod'ko are absolute world 
champions for helicopter sport. 
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In recent years DOSAAF sportsmen have won several hundred medals at various 
international competitions, including more than 400 gold medals. They have set 
86 world records. 


Each year technical and applied military sports gain more popularity and become 
a constituent part of the Soviet mass physical training and sports movement. 
This is natural. Involvement in these types of sport toughens young people, 
instills good moral qualities and strength of will in young sen and women, 

and teaches them to love the equipment end master its use. 


Through the prism of our achievements, however, we also see clearly our mistakes 
and omissions in the development of practical and applied military types of 
sport. The current level of mass participation still lags behind the demands of 
the time. Many places do not give them adequate attention. In recent years 
there has even been a certain trend toward a slight decline in the number of 
participants in such sports as the multievent competition, rifle sports, and 
glider sports. 


Classes in model making, including aviation models, play an important role in 
the development of the technical types of sports. Unfortunately, many DOSAAF 
organizations are not showing a real interest in this area of technical crea- 
tivity. Many general educational and vocational-technical schools do not have 
circles. DOSAAF committees must take concrete steps to straighten this out. 
They must see that volunteer instructors and coaches are trained, establish the 
material-technical base needed, and give methodological help. 


It is not accidental that we are devoting attention to these types of aviation 
sport, because their development does not require large material expenditures 
and they can be developed practically in most DOSAAF organizations. 


If we speak of the national teams, we cannot fail to observe that we have some 
committees that are not striving to be represented on them. The Kazakh DOSAA? 
organizations, for example, rarely send a member to the national teams. The 
Altay and Krasnoyarsk kray and Dagestanskaya, Kaluzhskaya, Kabardino- 
Balkarskaya, and certain other oblast organizations do not have a single sports- 
man on the USSR national teams. The ranks of top-class aviation sportsmen are 
growing very slowly through the addition of new participants in this truly ro- 
mantic type of sport, the sport of those who are bold and courageous. 


In our work to develop technical and applied military types of sports and in 
indoctrination work with young men and women we must begin from the idea that 
sports are an important part of the communist indoctrination of working people, 
especially young people, and instilling high moral qualities in then. 


In the five-year plan that has now hegun DOSAAF organizations will receive a sig- 
nificant amount of up-to-date sports equipment; the training base will become 
even stronger. Plans envision construction of new specialized complexes, 
training and sports centers, water basins, target ranges, and technical and 
sports schools for children and young people as well as the opening of new 
aviation organizations.

The Voluntary Society for Assistance to the Army, Air Force, and Navy makes a 
significant contribution to training and indoctrinating worthy recruits for the 
USSR Armed Forces. 


More than 800,060 persons belong to the Defense Society in our republic. Its 
physical facilities for training are growing stronger. Each year DOSAAF 
training organizations of the Latvian SSR fulfill their socialist obligations 
for training future fighting men and workers in the common technical occupa- 
tions for the national economy. Every draftee goes through elementary military 
training and passes the test of the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] examina- 
tion, third degree, which is "Strength and Courage." In recent years mass 
involvement in technical military types of sports has increased and the skills 
of the sportsmen have improved. Latvian republic teams participated in compe- 
tition in 24 of 25 technical-military types of sports at the 7th Spartakiad 

of USSR Peoples and won 18 gold, silver, and bronze medals. They finished in 
seventh place.

But there are also many examples of the other kind. The level of mass defense 
work still does not meet contemporary requirements in all places. Many local 
organizations make serious mistakes in training specialists in the common 
technical occupations. The population has not been adequately involved in 
technical military types of sport in Ventspils, Rezekne, and Limbazhskiy, 
Kraslavskiy, and Gulbenskiy rayons. Primary DOSAAF organizations have not been 
formed at certain enterprises, institutions, kolkhozes, and sovkhozes. Many 
DOSAAF collectives are small and organizationally weak and conduct large-scale 
activities only once in a while. 


The DOSAAF training organizations are expected to do a great deal to strengthen 
military-patriotic indoctrination and improve the preparation of young pec,ie 
for military service. Unfortunately, some of them have high worker transience, 
do not always insure unity between training and indoctrination, and still have 
teachers and masters of production training with low levels of general educa- 
tional and special training. Work is going slowly on settings up technical 
sports clubs at primary DOSAAF organizations, establishing technical sports 
schools for children and young people in the large cities of the republic, and 
forming model making circles and sections and collective short-wave radio 
stations. These and other shortcomings are a result of the fact that some of 
the committees, as well as departments of the Central Committee of Latvian SSR 
DOSAAF, are not putting in the necessary work on selection, placement, and in- 
doctrination of cadres or giving the necessary attention to raising the work 
qualifications of their employees and improving the quality and effectiveness 
of work of training organizations.

It is taking place 
during the celebration of the 36th anniversary of the Victory of 
the Soviet people and the Great Patriotic War. The culmination 
of the current anniversary celebration of the Victory was the 
ceremonial opening of the memorial complex in the hero city of 
Kiev and the talk there by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, which elicited 
an enormous upsurge of patriotic feelings in Soviet people. 


As the bulwark of world peace, the USSR and the countries of the 

socialist community are constantly striving to strengthen inter- * 

national security and further detente. They do everything 

possible to thwart imperialist claims. "In the report period," Comrade 

L. I. Brezhnev said at the 26th CPSU Congress, "the party and 

state have not forgotten the questions of building up the coun- 

try's defensive might and its Armed Forces for a single day. ⸗ 
The international situation forces us to do this." 


In connection with the conscription for military service B. 
Petin, a correspondent of SOVETSKAYA LITVA, asked Maj 

Gen Arty A. Mitekevichyus, military commissar of the republic, 
to answer a few questions, 


[Question] It has been 36 years since our Victory in the Great Patriotic War. 
The army today has new personnel. The conditions and content of combat training 
work have changed. In your opinion, what qualities must future fighting men 
instill in themselves today? 


[Answer] The scientific-technical revolution in military affairs had an enormous 
impact on literally all aspects of military theory and practice and, of course, 
on the conditions and content of combat training work. 











"A solid merger of excellent technical equipment, military skills, and unbreakable 
morale," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev said at the 26th party congress, “these represent 
the combat potential of the Soviet Armed Forces. The ranks of the defenders of 

our native land today are filled by the sons and grandsons of the heroes of the 

Great Patriotic War. They have not gone through the harsh trials that were the 

lot of their fathers and grandfathers. But they are loyal to the heroic traditions 
of our army and our people. And every time the interest of our country's security 
and defending the peace demand , when the victims of aggression need help, 

the world sees Soviet fighting men as unselfish and courageous patriots and inter- 
nationalists, ready to overcome any hardships.” 


These words by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev vividly depict the moral-political makeup 
of the Soviet fighting man as well as the requirements that are made of him. 

The Soviet fighting man is an ideologically toughened, highly educated, steadfast, 
and self-controlled person with great nonmaterial needs.

Future fighting men must work long and hard, 
beginning in secondary schools, to instill all these qualities in themselves 


[Question] How is preparation of young men for service in the army going in the 
republic? How do party and Komsomol committees organize their activities in 
this area? 


[Answer] A definite system of military-patriotic indoctrination in preparation 
of young people for military service has taken shape in our republic under the 
direct guidance of the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party and 
the local party organizations and the forms and methods of this work have been 
enriched. On the republic scale, a plan of basic measures for military-patriotic 
indoctrination is developed each year; it is then reconciled with and ratified 

by the managers of the 19 involved ministries, departments, creative unions, and 
public organizations. Similar plans are worked out in all cities and rayons of 
the republic on the basis of the republic plan. 


The primary forms of military-patriotic indoctrination are elementary military 
training in secondary schools and training institutions, preparing specialists 
for the Soviet Armed Forces in DOSAAF training organizations and in the voca- 
tional-technical educational system, and offering classes in the faculties of 
military~patriotic indoctrination of people's universities. Popular forms among

As a result of all the work done on military-patriotic indoctrination, each year 
our republic sends better-prepared young people to the Soviet Army. In 1976 

90 percent of the draftees had eight-year, secondary, or higher education, 97.9 
percent had the GTO [Ready for Defense and Labor] badge, and 94 percent were 
rated sportsmen; in 1980 the corresponding corresponding figures were 99./ 
percent, 99 percent, and 100 percent. 


Oktyabr’skiy Rayon in Vilnius and Kaunasskiy Rayon have the best records for mili- 
tary-patriotic indoctrination and preparation of young people for military 
service. These rayons were awarded the challenge Red Banners of the Central 
Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party and Republic Council of Ministers for 
the results of the 1980 call-up to the Soviet Army.

Not long ago, on 4 May, a ceremonial sendoff for young people drafted 
into the Soviet Armed Forces was held at the Palace of Trade Unions. V. 
Astrauskas, secretary of the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party, 
Hero of the Soviet Union B. Urbanavichus, servicemen, and parents spoke to the 
draftees. They all expressed their wish that the draftees will serve 
conscientiously in the army and gave them a mandate to defend reliably the 
peaceful labor of our people.

TRAINING ACHIEVEMENTS, GOALS, IN TURKMENISTAN

[Text] Military-patriotic indoctrination of young people and preparing young 
men for service in the Soviet Army play a large place in ideological indoctrina- 
tion work. The USSR Constitution states: "Military service in the ranks of the 
USSR Armed Forces is the honorable obligation of Soviet citizens." The Account- 
ability Report of the Central Committee to the 26th CPSU Congress observed 

that the party and state never lose sight of the questions of strengthening the 
country’s defensive might and its Armed Forces. 


The party assigns the job of indoctrinating future fighting men to both the 
military commissariats end the Voluntary Society for Assistance to the Army, 
Air Force, and Navy (DOSAAF). In the DOSAAF system young men of predraft age 
acquire military specializations, receive physical conditioning, and become 
familiar with the glorious combat traditions of the older generations of Soviet 
people. The Defense Society has been given important jobs in patriotic indoc- 
trination of the growing generations. Speaking at the 4th Congress of USSR 
DOSAAF, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev said: "The Society must be made an organization 
of the entire population of the country or, at least, of a Significant majority 
of the population." 


Turkmen SSR DOSAAF today has more than 900,000 members. Of this number 278,000 
were admitted to the Defense Society during the 10th Five-Year Plan.

In addition to this DOSAAF organizations devote considerable attention to the 
indoctrination of future fighting men. Meetings between members of the Society 
and veterans of the Civil and Great Patriotic wars are held regularly in all 
rayons of the republic. More than 80,000 young men and women are taking part in 
excursions to the sites of revolutionary, combat, and labor glory. In this year 
alone more than 1,000 major activities were conducted during the mass defense work 














month, with participation by 235,000 persone. Ceremonial sendoffs for young 
people entering the army and draftee days have become established traditions. 


Pioneer members and school children are widely involved in the "“Orlenok" and 
“Zarnitsa" defense-sports games. The students of Ashkhabad secondary school 

No 12 are achieving high marks in the "Zarnitsa™ game. They represented our 
republic well this year in the all-Union finals of the "“Zarnitsa" competition in 
Minsk. 


Reserve officers, including many veterans of the front, are doing a great deal of 
work. For example, Colonel (Res) Marzoyev heads the DOSAAF unified technical 
school in Ashkhabad, which trains drivers, radio specialists, and diesel mechanics. 
The school took third place in the Turkestan M. D. and has received prizes from 
the Central Committee of republic DOSAAF three years in a row. 


There are many such enthusiasts in the DOSAAF system. One of them is Capt (Ret) 
N. V. Makhortov, deputy chief of a department of the Central Committee of 
Turkmen DOSAAF. Veterans of the mass defense movement such as S. Aliyev of 
Charshanga, V. M. Dolich of Serakhs, and many others are greatly respected by 
Society activists. 


The defenders of our country must have good physical conditioning. Each year 
DOSAAF clubs and sections train thousands of rated sportsmen. The republic 
DOSAAF team for the naval multiple event competition is seventh in the country, 
and master of sports A. A. Kulemin, republic champion and motorcycle sport, has 
been in the top 10 in all-Union competition two years in a row. P. V. 

Perepelkin of Ashkhabad was a member of the national parachute jumping team. Last 
year airplane model builder V. A. Tkachuk won the silver medal at the USSR 
championships. 


The DOSAAF organizations in Proletarskiy Rayon of Ashkhabad, in the cities of 
Nebit-Dag and Bayram-Ali, and in Deynauskiy and Takhtinskiy rayons organize 
their work in interesting ways. Useful practices in mass patriotic work have 
been accumulated in the best primary organizations of the Society, such as the 
organizations at the Moskva Kolkhoz in Deynauskiy Rayon, the Ashkhabad glass 
combine, the Krasnovodsk transshipment pipeline office, the pedagogical insti- 
tute, the agricultural institute, and the Kerki pedagogical school. 


But the know-how of the best has still not become the property of all Society 
organizations. Whereas virtually all rayons in Tashauzhskaya Oblast have up-to- 
date facilities, this is not true in Krasnovodskaya Oblast. The material-technical 
facilities of organizations there are on a low level. The same thing is true of 
Farabskiy Rayon. Sports work is managed poorly in Kaakhkinskiy, Vekil'- 

Bazarskiy, and Kerkinskiy rayons. 


In their infatuation with cost accounting [khozraschet] activities these rayons 


forget the main thing: to develop a broad patriotic movement and prepare young 
men for military service. 
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The 26th CPSU Congress and the 22nd Congress of the Communist Party of 
Turkmenistan gave our party organizations the task of improving the physical and 
technical preparation of young people for military service. An up-to-date 
material-technical base must be established in all places to meet this demand. 
But the Kerki DOSAAF motor vehicle school cannot possibly build a driver training 
track and vehicle maintenance classrooms and many rayons do not have target 
ranges for rifle classes. 


A difficult situation has developed in recent years for the DOSAAF organizations 
of Krasnovodskaya Oblast. Most of the rayon DOSAAF committees there are housed 
in completely unadapted, cramped and old buildings, and some still do not have 
their own quarters at all, which of course prevents them from really beginning 
mass defense work among young people. This problem can only be overcome with 
vigorous help from Soviet and party bodies, the trade union organizations of 
industrial enterprises, and farms of the oblast. It is essential to create 
normal conditions for « asses, such as has been done, for example, in 
Tashauzskaya Oblast. 


The DOSAAF organizations are a school of patriotigm, a school that prepares and 
indoctrinates the defenders of our native land. Party, Soviet, trade union, 

and Komsomol organizations must constantly watch the work of the committees and 
primary elements of the defense society and give them effective help and support 
at all times.

40TH ANNIVERSARY OF LATVIAN DOSAAF, ITS HISTORY, TASKS REVIEWED 
Riga SOVETSKAYA MOLODEZH' in Russian 14 Jan 81 p 3 


[Interview with Maj Gen E. Ya. Evin, chairman of the Central Committee of 
Latvian SSR DOSAAF, by V. Roytman: “Always in Formation — Tomorrow Is the 
40th Anniversary of Latvian SSR DOSAAF"] 


[Question] Eduard Yanovich, I think that today when the republic Defense 
Society stands on the threshold of ite 40th anniversary, it would be interesting 
for the readers of the newspaper to make an excursion into its past. How did 
everything begin? 


[Answer] The Voluntary Society for Assiatance to the Army, Air Force, and Navy 
in Latvia begins its story on 15 January 1941, when it was known as 
Osoaviakhim. On that date its temporary organizing bureau was ratified by a 
decision of the Bureau of the Central Committee of the Latvian Communist party. 


While USSR Osoaviakhim on the eve of the Great Patriotic War was one of the 
largest voluntary societies in our country and had the necessary material base, 
cadres, and rich working experience, its little brother in Latvia had only 

taken its first steps. Immediate and concrete measures were demanded of the 
newly founded Society in connection with the growing danger of war. Its primary 
organizations were set up at an accelerated pace and already by the first quarter 
of 1941 there were 885 of them. Im Kirovskiy Rayon of the capitol 3,000 persons 
were enlisted in the Society, while 650 joined in Valmiyerskiy District [Uyezd] 
and 1,815 in Abrenskiy District. 


Training periods in drill and physical training were held for Osoaviakhim men- 
bers. They studied the weapons and topography, familiarized themselves with 
antichemical defense, and learned to fire weapons and give first aid. 


A few months passed and the war began. Soviet Latvia, located on the Western 
border, was one of the first to receive the blows of the Nazi hordes. Workers 
fought side by side with units of the regular Red Army, and among the workers 
was the Osoaviakhim detachment from Liepaja under the command of K. Birzin’. 
Many Osoaviakhim members took an active part in the fighting for Riga, 
Valmiera, and Valka and later fought courageously in the ranks of the 130th 
Latvian Rifle Corps, other units, and partisan detachments. One of them was 
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academician . Sampson, a hero of the Soviet Union and one of the prewar leaders 
of Osoaviakhim in Ludzenskiy District. Another was A. Mlokit, director of the 
Riga circus who in 1941 was first «hairman of the Krasnoarmeyskiy Rayon council 
of the society. Another was A. Katlap, one of the first Osoaviakhim members in 
Ruiena and today first deputy chairman of the republic Society for the Protection 
of Nature and Monuments. 


The second stage in the formation of the republic Defense Society began after 
the Great Patriotic War, but as the territory of the republic was liberated 
Latvian Osoaviakhim expanded its activities. On 23 July 1944 Ludza was liber- 
ated, and within a week an operational group from the Central Council of 
Osoaviakhim under the leadership of war veteran P. Yemel*yanov arrived there. 
Before the end of 1944 10 city and district organizing bureaus and 347 primary 
organizations were re-established. In the second half of 1945 all the district, 
city, and rayon councils of Osoaviakhim were re-established. In just one year 
the number of primary organizations increased by 800 and membership in the 
Society rose by more than 20,000. 


[Question] But what jobs were being done then? For when the republic was liber- 
ated the war was still underway. 


[Answer] In that stage Osoaviakhim took an active part in the national movement 
to help the front and the men at the front. The defense fund collected 100,000 
rubles, and more than 2,000 gift packages were sent from the republic to the 
active army. Osoaviakhim members gave notable help to the families of men at the 
front when it came to gathering and processing the harvest and preparing fuel. 


One of the important and priority tasks at that time wae removing mines from 
liberated territory. After training 1,000 mine specialists Latvian Osoaviakhin 
collected and disarmed more than 1 million mines and explosive objects. Egon 
Zhagata, a 16-year-old boy from Yelgavskiy District personally destroyed more 
than 5,000 mines and shells and El'za Ruperte, squad leader of the Kuldigskiy 
District mine disarming team, and her girls disarmed more than 25,000 explosive 
objects. 


The Presidium of the Latvian SSR Supreme Soviet awarded the Certificates of 
Honor to many Osoaviakhim mine specialists. 


[Question] The years passed, and Osoaviakhim became DOSAAF. Have the missions 
of the Defense Society changed as it has grown? 


[Answer] In May 1966 the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers 
adopted the decree entitled “The State of and Measures To Improve the Work of 

the All-Union Voluntary Society for Assistance to the Army, Air Force, and Navy." 
A similar decree was adopted in July of the same year in our republic. It 

stated that the principal mission of DOSAAF would continue to be active as- 
sitance in strengthening the defense capability of the country and preparing 
working people to defend the socialist fatherland, participation by Society 
members in mass defense work, and indoctrination of members in the spirit of 
Soviet patriotisn. 














As before, the missions of DOSAAF are broad propaganda for military knowledge 
and the heroic traditions of the Soviet people and their Armed Forces among 

the population. Then there is preparing young people for service in the army 
and training cadres for the common technical occupations that are needed for the 
economy and have military applications. Then there isthe development of tech- 
nical military types of sport. 


In short, the Defense Society faces the same missions as before, but its compo- 
sition has changed. Our republic today has more than 3,500 primary DOSAAF or- 
ganizations and 911,000 DOSAAF Members. 


[Question] Eduard Yanovich, on the eve of a holiday it is customary to talk 
about successes. Could you please tell us the best DOSAAF organizations in the 
republic? 


[Answer] For many years now Latvia has been first in the competition among 
Baltic republics and Kaliningradskaya Oblast in preparation of young people for 
service in the army. Notable contributions to this success are being made by 
the Riga unified technical school and the Daugavpils model technical school, both 
of which were awarded Certificates of Honor of the Presidium of the Latvian SSR 
Supreme Soviet, Riga motor vehicle school No 1, the republic technical sports 
clubs in motor vehicle sports and water sports, the Jelgava city technical 
sports club, the technical sportsclubs of Liyepayskiy, Dobel'skiy, Tsesisskiy, 
and Stuchkinskiy rayons, and the Liepaja aviation technical sports club imeni 

Yu. Gagarin. 


Among the rayons and cities of the republic the leaders in socialist competition 
are Moskovskiy Rayon in Riga and Dobel'skiy, Tsesisskiy, and Stuchkinskiy rayons 
and Jelgava, Jurmala, and Daugavpils. Work has improved noticeably in recent 
times in Rizhskiy, Liyepayskiy, and Ogrekiy rayons. 


The foundation of the Society is its primary organizations. Here I would like to 
note the DOSAAF members of the Radiotekhnika [Radio Engineering] and Al'fa 
production associations, the Naukuwhene Kolkhoz in Dobel'skiy Rayon, the Nakotne 
Kolkhoz in Yelgavskiy Rayon, the Adazhi Kolkhoz in Rizhskiy Rayon, the Sovkhoz 
imeni Ya. Fabritsius in Tsesisskiy Rayon, the Sovkhoz imeni XXV S"yezda KPSS 

in Yekabpilskiy Rayon, Riga state vocational-technical school No 22, and Riga 
secondary school No 6/7. 


[Question] While speaking of the best, we should also mention the people who 
work in the system of the republic Defense Society. 


[Answer] Of course. I would like to say some especially good things about then, 
for most of them are devoted to their work. They are specialists with enormous 
experience of life and great knowledge who devote all their efforts to indoc- 
trination of the growing generation. Among them are E. Letins, a veteran of the 
Great Patriotic War and honored figure of physical training and sport in the 
republic who heads the Tsesskiy Rayon DOSAAF organization; another holder of this 
title, 0. Valberg, chief of the republic motor vehicle technical sports club; 

A. Sakalis, chairman of the Ogrskiy Rayon DOSAAF committee; his colleague from 
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Moskovskiy Rayon in Riga A. Fedchuk; I. Treimanis, chairman of the Bobel'skiy 
Rayon DOSAAF committee; N. Matveyev, who has been awarded the Order of the Labor 
Red Banner; A. Cherkashchenko, master of production training at the Riga unified 
technical school who heads the collective of the “Sputnik” Production Association 
of the Central Committee of republic DOSAAF, and many others. 


[Question] Eduard Yanovich, when we are taking about the role of the Defense 
Society in preparing intelligent specialists for the Armed Forces and the national 
economy, there is reason to recall also the contribution which DOSAAF makes to 

the development of technical military types of sports. The successes of DOSAAF 
sportsmen have long since crossed the borders of our republic. 


[Answer] Let me begin with the numbers. In Latvia 250,000 persons engage in 
military-technical forms of sport. Each year more than 15,000 di‘ferent conm- 
petitive events are held in the republic, and the participants are both novices 
and mature masters. And it is noteworthy that we now have foundational collectives 
that have cultivated particular types of sport on the highest level. For example, 
the primary DOSAAF organization of the Riga taxi fleet has become the leader in 
motor vehicle sports, while the Adazhi Kolkhoz stands out for motorball [motor- 
cycle soccer], the Marupe and Sarkana Baka kolkhozes and Ventspils seaport are 
leaders in motorcycle sport, the Plyavin'skaya Hydroelectric Power Plant stands 
out for motorized water sports, and the Daugavpils locomotive repair plant leads 
in stadium track motorcycle racing. 


Each year about 40 masters of sport emerge from the ranks of the Society, but the 
final year of the 10th Five-Year Plan set a kind of record. We trained 55 mas- 
ters, 1,800 candidates for master and first rating, and about 40,000 sportsmen 
with the common ratings. In addition, last year 11 graduates of republic DOSAAF 
were national champions and 33 won prizes. The Latvian republic teams were in 
the top three collectives at all-Union championships for 11 sports. About 30 

men and women from the republic are members of USSR national teams for various 
military-technical forms of sport. 


Our Society raised Karl Plocins, the world champion in airplane modeling sport, 

as well as Vizma and Karlis Osinei, Vizma, Zenta, Reinis, and Voldemar Resetnieks, 
and then also Dainis and Agris Zirnisov, who have won many championships in all- 
Union motorcycle competition. We also trained European champion Vaiba Berklava- 
Zarinja and many others. 


Honored coaches of the Latvian SSR A. Karamyshev, A. Zirnis, L. Reinhold, I. 
Kalidzei, and G. Senfeld have trained many well-known sportsmen. 


[Question] At the ceremonial Plenum of the Central Committee of the Komsomol 
dedicated to the 50th anniversary of the Leninist Komsomol, L. I. Brezhnev said, 
"We can say with confidence that among the thousands and thousands of heroes 
there will be many who made their first acquaintance with the machine gun, the 
glider or parachute, or the controls of an airplane or motor launch in the 
circles, clubs, and schools organized with the assistance of the Komsomol." 
DOSAAF and the Komsomol. They have marched together for many decades, and the 
young men and women of the country have always been in the front ranks of the 
active members of the Defense Society. 
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[Answer] True to its glorious traditions, the Komsomol is constantly instilling 
in Soviet young people a sense of responsihility for the destiny of their native 
land and constant rca7tiness to defend it. The Komsomol actively helps the party 
raise the combat readiness of the Armed Forces. The Komsomol does this noble 
military-patriotic work in close cooperation with DOSAAF. As far back as 1934 
the Central Committee of the Komsomol jointly with Osoaviakhim conducted a mili- 
tary-technical examination which became a mass campaign by young people to master 
military and technical knowledge and skills. And now today this remarkable tra- 
dition has been reborn: a competitive inspection of primary Komsomol organiza- 
tions and examination of predraft young people and draftees for military- 
technical training has begun in the country. In our republic it is being con- 
ducted by the Central Committee of the Latvian Komsomol and the DOSAAF Central 
Committee. 


Together with the Komsomol we are conducting the traditional mass defense work 
month, which this year begins on 22 January and is dedicated to the 26th Congress 
of the CPSU. In short, our fruitful cooperation promises many interesting deeds. 


[Question] Eduard Yanovich, allow me on behalf of the readers of the newspaper 
and all young people in the republic to congratulate you on this anniversary and 
wish you further success in patriotic indoctrination of young people.

INTERVIEW WITH MAJ CEN YU. S. RAUDSEPP 
Tallinn MOLODEZH' ESTONII In Russian 23 Jan 81 p 2 


[Interview with Maj Gen Ju. S. Raudsepp, chairman of the Central Committee 
of Estonian SSR DOSAAF: “Pass the Know-How of the Best on to Everyone") 


[Question] You were in Moscow recently, Juri Samuelovich, and took part in the 
Sth Plenum of the Central Committee of USSR DOSAAF. What was the subject of 
discussion there? 


[Answer] The main subject was fulfillment of the decree of the CPSU Central 
Committe entitled "Further Improvement of Idological and Political Indoctrina- 
tion Work.” 


In his report Mar A. I. Pokryshkin set forth the tasks of DOSAAF organizations 
for the coming five years. Above all we must improve the forms and methods of 
military-patriotic and mass defense work. The chairman of the Central Committee 
of USSR DOSAAF listed a number of defense collectives in the RSFSR, Ukraine, 
Belorussia, and Armenia whose enterprising work deserves complete approval and 
dissemination. Among these are the operations “Duty” and “Memory,” and holding 
DOSAAF days. 


The Plenum also discussed the problems of preparing young people for service in 
the Armed Forces and the development of military-technical forms of sport. 
The statement was made that every graduate of a DOSAAF school and every draftee 
should have a sport rating for rifle shooting before going into the army. 


The Central Committee of USSR DOSAAF made a convincing and significant announce- 
ment at the Plenum: L. I. Brezhnev's order, stated at the 4th all-Union DOSAAF 
Congress, that almost every adult citizen of our country should be a member of the 
Defense Society, is being successfully fulfilled. 


The Voluntary Society for Assistance to the Army, Air Force, and Navy today 
has 94 million members in the country, more than 71 percent of the working 
people and students. 


[Question] How do you evaluate the current situation and future prospects in 
republic DOSAAF organizations? 
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[Answer] Estonia today has more than 500,000 DOSAAF members who are joined in 
2,045 primary organizations. This is 71.4 percent of the working people and stu- 
dents. Now is the time to pay attention to the qualitative indicators of work 
and to work at unresolved questions. 


We must admit frankly that not all primary DOSAFF organizations are actively 
engaged in the development of military-technical forms of sport. The republic 
has 368 sections on the applied military multievent competition and they involve 
10,700 participants, chiefly school children. We do not have many children 
working on model building , just 1,200,and 268 of them are at the Pioneer Palace. 
We have raised the question of using the manual labor classroom as a base for 
model making clubs several times. We edopted a joint decree with the Estonian 
SSR Ministry of Education, but it is not being carried out in practice. It is 
asking a lot for the person who conducts classes in manual labor to work over- 
time with the students. And of course, they must be paid for this work. 


The Central Committee of USSR DOSAAF demands that circles and sections on avia- 
tion, motor vehicle, and naval modeling be set up at all primary DOSAAF organiza- 
tions and at every general educational and vocational-technical school and 
tekhnikum. The Central Motor Vehicle and Ship Modeling Club of USSR DOSAAF is 
now being organized. Tre intention is for it to help develop model making in 

all the republics. 


But our problem is furthered by the fact that DOSAAF activists have not learned 
to make full use of available training facilities and reserves. There are models 
in the republic DOSAAF warehouse and they can be acquired. DOSAAF posters, 
brochures, and reference and methodological literature, which we have in suf- 
ficient quantity, is not being used effectively at training periods. 


It is very important at the start of the year for DOSAAF primary organizations, 
together with other public organizations, to work out the conditions of socialist 
competition and write up comprehensive plans for the year. 


[Question] Could you say a few words about the upcoming mass defense work month? : 


[Answer] The ceremonial opening of DOSAAF Month has already taken place and we 
have defined its objectives. The month involves a number of activities: lec- 
tures, discussions, excursions to sites of the revolutionary, combat, and labor 
glory of the Soviet people,mass testing on the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] 
standards, film festivals, quizzes on military-patriotic subjects, and meetings 
with veterans of the war and labor.

PREDRAFT TRAINING IN THE KIEV AREA

Service — Conscription into the USSR Armed Forces Is Underway" ] 


[Text] The present call-up to the Armed Forces is special. It is taking place 
just before the 26th Congress of the CPSU, at the turn of two five-year plans, 
and it could be said to summarize fulfillment of the decisions of the 25th 
party congress on strengthening the defensive might of our Soviet homeland. 
With enthusiastic approval of party domestic and foreign policy, young men are 
arriving at the draft points “ready to go," as they say, with a strong desire 
to find their place among the ranks of the armed defenders of our country as 
quickly as possible. 


Competition developed among the draftees for the right to serve on the heayy 
aviation cruiser Kiev, with whose crew the working people of the Ukrainian 
capital maintain strong sponsorship ties, and in other famous units. 


The employees of the Kiev city commissariat and the rayon military commissariats 
have had to review many applications by students and young workers to be drafted 
for military service before their 18th birthday or to be sent to military schools 
immediately upon graduation from 10-year school, although some of them were not 
even 17 yet. Of course, the principles of the USSR Law on the Universal Military 
Obligation are strictly fulfilled, but these cases illustrate quite convincingly 
the readiness of the growing generation to perform its constitutional duty. 

They also testify to the great and useful work done by party organizaticns, trade 
unions, the Komsomol, and DOSAAF on military-patriotic indoctrination of young 
people and disseminating Lenin's teachings on defense of the socialist fatherland. 


This work is very well organized at the order-bearing Arsenal enterprise, at the 
Production Association imeni Artem, at the Kiev Radio Plant, and other enter- 
prises in the city. Veterans of the Great Patriotic War and prominent production 
leaders often speak to the future fighting men. Excursions and hikes to sites 
of the revolutionary, combat, and labor glory of the Soviet people are conducted 
regularly and trips are organized to Moscow, Leningrad, Odessa, Minsk, and other 
hero cities. 
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The labor collectives of these enterprises maintain strong ties with the crew of 
the large antisub ship Soobrazitel'nyy, with the posts of the Red Banner Western 
Border District, with the N airborne unit, and with other subunits where young 
workers are serving. It is noteworthy that the party committees and ad- 
ministration, in preparing young people for military service, rely skillfully 
on both veterans and on young workers who have returned to the shops of their 
native enterprises after being discharged into the reserve. The recent soldiers 
and sergeants help their younger brothers master the fundamentals of military 
affairs more quickly, take part in organizing competition in military-technical 
and applied types of sport, and tell about the service. 


Military-petriotic and mass defense work has improved significantly in the 
secondary schools and tekhnikums. Most notable are secondary schools Nos 217, 54, 
159, and 122, state vocational-technical school No 29, and the machine- 
metallurgical tekhnikum. They teach patriotism there not only in history class 
and during elementary military training periods, but in every class no matter 
what the subject. The students learn to love their native land, their people, 

and their native Communist party. 


It should be noted that in the past five years the general educational level of 
draftees has risen considerably. In 1976 89 percent of the draftees had 
secondary education, but today the figure is up to 99 percent. 


The physical preparedness of the future fighting men has improved also. The 
secondary schools, tekhnikums, and state vocational-technical schools now devote 
more attention in physical training classes to building the qualities needed by 
fighting men such as strength and endurance. Cross-country running has become 
more common. Suspended horizontal bars have been added to the gynastic equip- 
ment available in the gymnasiums. Of course, the students do not perforn diffi- 
cult tricks on these pieces of equipment, but they can do strength exercises. 
Virtually all draftees today hold the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] badge 
and many are rated sportsmen. 


The quality of training periods at elementary military training points has im- 
proved. Experienced teachers conduct the training periods with future fighting 
men. The party committees and administrations have taken care to equip the 
military offices and technical classrooms properly and have insured good at- 
tendance. The Production Association imeni Artem and the Bol'shevik Production 
Association have outstanding training points. 


Today, when the all-Union competitive inspection of primary Komsomol and DOSAAF 
organizations and the examination of draftees and predraft young men for military- 
technical preparation have begun, summary contests are being held at the training 
points. The results of this competition illustrate that our young people are 
really learning military affairs,as Vladimir Il’ich Lenin wanted. 


The requirements made of the armed defenders of our native land are steadily 
rising. It is not enough today to be physically toughened, have solid general 
educational background, and be able to fire the automatic weapon accurately; 
today's serviceman also needs solid theoretical knowledge and skills. Our Defense 
Society has done a good deal on this level. 
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Graduates of the Kiev Model DOSAAF Naval School now sail on all the seas and 
oceans. The drivers trained at the Darnitsa DOSAAF motor vehicle school have re- 
ceived high praise in the army. These DOSAAF training organizations have ex- 
cellent physical facilities. They have the latest electronic equipment, fine 
classrooms and laboratories, and make broad use of programmed teaching. 


These schools also have outstanding teachers. Most of the teachers and masters 

of production training are communists, participants in the Great Patriotic War, 

and veterans of the Armed Forces. The personnel of these training organizations 
are successfully fulfilling their stepped-up pre-Congress obligations. 


We should also note the successes of the collectives of the Kiev DOSAAF Radio 
Engineering School. The level of academic work has risen there recently and 
students now have solid skills in working with complex equipment. 


The Kiev city and rayon DOSAAF technical sports clubs have also become real 
sources of good military men. Another important factor is that many draftees 
acquire essential technical knowledge and skills right at their enterprises, in 
technical sports clubs formed at the primary organizations. 


The military units of the Kiev garrison provide a great deal of help in organiz- 
ing military-patriotic and mass defense work at secondary schools and enter- 
prises. Military-patriotic associations for young people have been formed at 
all the higher military schools. 


The Kiev Higher Naval Political School, the Kiev Higher Combined Arms Command 
School, and the Kiev Higher Tank Engineering School have been particularly 
successful in sponsorship work. Their students and officers provide help in or- 
ganizing lessons on elementary military training and conducting rifle competition. 
They present lectures and reports on military-patriotic subjects and participate 
in excursions to sites of the revolutionary, combat, and labor glory of the 
Soviet people. 


In a question as important as preparing young people for service in the Armed 
Forces, of course, not all problems are yet solved. Physical facilities for 
elementary military training are not being built up as quickly as we would like. 
Some training points still do not get 100 percent attendance, We could perhaps 
wish that our future fighting men were in better physical condition. We see 
these problems and are confident that we can take care of then. 


At the railroad station these days the bands are playing the traditional march 
"Proshchaniye Slavyanki." The formation passes relatives and friends. The men 
in the ranks are not soldiers yet. But they are no longer ordinary civilian 
young people either. The men in the formation are draftees. They are being 
conscripted for military service. New detachments of young people are joining 
the ranks of the military. And among them are the representatives of the hero 
city of Kiev. Each draftee leaves for military service permeated with a very 
important thought: I am not just a son of my country, but also its defender. 
And we can be sure that the young men from Kiev will be vigilant guards of the 
interests of our Soviet land, of peace, and of socialism.

PREDRAFT TRAINING IN THE MOSCOW AREA

[Text] From the working experience of the Frunzenskiy Rayon 
DOSAAF committee in the city of Moscow with elementary mili- 
tary training for young people. 


A. Kavakov's article “How Should We Train the Future Soldier?" raises the timely 
issue of participation by DOSAAF committees in elementary military training of 
young people and the basic indicators of this work. I would like to share some 
of the practices of the Frunzenskiy Rayon DOSAAF organization in Moscow and pose 
a number of questions that need to be answered. 


It is very true that today's student is tomorrow's soldier, a future defender of 
our country. Considering this, the Frunzenskiy Rayon DOSAAF committee devotes 
constant attention to mass defense work in the schools, improving the military- 
patriotic indoctrination of students, and preparing them for service in the 
Armed Forces. We coordinate our basic activities with the rayon Komsomol 
committee, the department of public education, the rayon military commissariat, 
and other public organizations and institutions of the rayon. 


The military instructors at secondary schools and other educational institutions, 
who are directly responsible for the elementary military training of older stu- 
dents and are involved in the work of the committees of primary DOSAAF organi- 
zations, are active ard useful helpers to the rayon committee. Many of them 
head DOSAAF committees. The military instructors are often invited to sessions 
of the presidium of the rayon DOSAAF committee and to seminars and conferences 
where questions of current mass orgaiizational, military-patriotic, and defense- 
sports work with draftees and predraft young people are discussed, Representa- 
tives of the rayon committee take part in teaching methods conferences conducted 
by the rayon military commissariat for military instructors and heads of train- 
ing points and in periodic inspections of the state of elementary military 
training and the work of military offices and museums of combat glory. During 
the signup period and actual conscription activists of DOSAAF and the assistance 
committee of the rayon military commissariat conduct regular discussions with 
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draftees on the heroic history of the USSR Armed Forces, on military service 
as a great school of courage, ideological conditioning, and patriotism, and 
on the honorable duty of the younger generation to defend our country. 


During the check inspections last year just before the call-up for military 
service certain young men did poorly in some applied military forms of sport and 
did not meet the standards of the GTO [Ready for Labor and Defense] examination. 
The rayon DOS‘AT committee pointed this out to the DOSAAF committees of all 
secondary schools and large enterprises and recommended that they conduct a 
series of sports competitions in grenade throwing and pullups on a parallel bar, 
and then also conducted rayon military sports competition for predraft young 
people and draftees in the winter and summer multievent contests. The results 
in them were fairly good. 


Military-patriotic evenings for young people on the occasion of noteworthy dates 
have already become traditional. They are usually held on the initiative of the 
rayon DOSAAF committee together with the rayon Komsomol committee, the rayon 
department of public education, the rayon military commissariat, and the Central 
Home of Aviation and Space Science imeni M. V. Frunze, which is located in our 
rayon. ' 


Each year we hold inspections of mass defense work and military-patriotic in- 
doctrination of students in the rayon. These inspections are organized by the 
rayon Komsomol and DOSAAF committees, the rayon department of public education, 
and the rayon commissariat. Paramount attention is focused on systematic propa- 
ganda for Lenin's teachings, the revolutionary, combat, and labor traditions of 
the Communist Party and Soviet people, and the patriotic duty of young people 

to defend our socialist homeland. In addition to lectures, discussions, topical 
evenings, and meetings with party veterans, participants in the war, and heroes 
of labor, excursions are made to museums and festivals of military-patriotic 
films are presented. Excursions to sites of combat glory in suburban Moscow 
and trips to the hero cities, which are made regularly by state vocational- 
technical school No 5, general educational schools Nos 122, 146, and 179, and 
several other schools make a great impression on the future servicemen. 


One of the most important objectives of the inspection is to insure high indi- 
cators in elementary military training and defense-sports work. Work on 
military vocational guidance is also stimulated. 


Reserve and retired officers and generals carried on the rolls of the primary 
party organization of the rayon committee are very helpful to the rayon DOSAAF 
committee not only in conducting the inspection, but in all mass organizational 
and military-patriotic work. Commissioned by the party bureau on the recom- 
mendation of G. Bobreshov, chairman of the rayon DOSAAF committee, they take 

an active part in the non-staff divisions, often speak on timely subjects in the 
schools, and help the military instructors and DOSAAF committees in their work. 


We are not, of course, without shortcomings. Our most difficult problem remains 
creating a strong material-technical base at many primary DOSAAF organizations, 
including school organizations. This limits the scope and productivity of work 
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by circles and military sports sections, especially on military-technical train- 
ing of future soldiers. The rayon committee and public activists cannot, through 
their own efforts and means, truly straighten out work to train radio telegraph 
and other operators, parachute jumpers, motor mechanics, model builders, various 
other specialists, and rated sportsmen. 


An official decision was made several years ago to build an entire complex in the 
rayon for military-technical training of young people, but nothing has been done 
since then to carry it out. Such a complex could be a center of military- 
technical propaganda and the place to train technical specialists. With such a 
base it would be possible to train leaders for military-technical circles and 
organize sections in applied military types of sports. 


The schools do not have target ranges for small-caliber rifles, and it has been 
extremely difficult recently to conduct not only rayon competition, but just or- 
dinary firing drills in the elementary military training program at the rayon 
sport rifle club and the target range of the Palace of Pioneers and Students. 


The schools are still not receiving all the materials, instruments, and graphic 
aids they need for military offices and military-technical circles. I think 
that the managers of the corresponding departments and organizations are not 
giving this matter much attention. 


Finally, there is one more problem that demands an immediate solution. I am 
referring to the selection and training of military instructors. We simply do 
not have enough of them. 


This is about the range of issues on which it would be desirable to continue the 
exchange of opinions in the newspaper SOVETSKIY PATRIOT.

QUALITY, FEATURES OF PREDRAFT TRAINING REVIEWED 

Editorial on Quality of Predraft Training 
Moscow KRASNAYA ZVEZDA in Russian 11 Jan 81 p 1 
[Editorial: "“Military-Technical Training of Draftees"] 


[Text] The army and navy receive new recruits twice a year. The young 
soldiers and seamen, replacing specialists discharged into the reserve at their 
battle posts, face an important challenge: to master the combat equipment and 
weapons quickly, to learn to use them correctly and skillfully in various condi- 
tions. Those who before entering the service graduated from a DOSAAF school, 
received their military specialization in the system of labor and vocational 
training, and engaged in military-technical forma of sport meet this challenge 
especially well. 


A great deal has been done in our country to see that predraft young men and 
draftees receive not only elementary military training, but also specific mili- 
tary specializations. The scope of work by DOSAAF training organizations is 
growing broader; there are motor vehicle, technical, radio engineering, and 
naval schools. The vocational-technical schools train a large number of spe- 
cialists for the Armed Forces. Many young men engage in technical types of 
sport which are useful in military affairs. Im the 10th Five-Year Plan alone 
about 1,000 new DOSAAF facilities were put into use. Defense Society schools 
have modern equipment and means for intensifying the training process and for 
objective monitoring. The schools have experienced teachers and masters of pro- 
duction training and employ progressive methodology. 


The units and ships have noted the fine training received by graduates of the 
Vladivostok radio engineering school, the Novosibirsk unified technical school, 
and the naval schools in Khabarovsk and Pskov. These and a number of other 
training organizations were awarded challenge Red Banners of the branches of 
the Armed Forces. The DOSAAF collectives of the Lithuanian SSR and Omskaya and 
Tul'skaya oblasts achieved great success in preparing specialists for the army 
and navy. 


One of the largest categories of specialists who are trained in training organi- 
zations is drivers. It is difficult to overestimate the importance of drivers 
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in insuring the high combat readiness of subunits. The Defense Society has many 
motor vehicle schools with glorious traditions and fine reputations, The gradu- 
ates of the Krasnopresenskiy model motor vehicle school in Moscow, the Lutsk 
model motor vehicle school, and the Brest unified technical school give a good 
account of themselves at the wheels of combat, special, and transport vehicles. 
How do they achieve these good results? They select the contingent of trainees 
carefully, never forgetting how important the emotional qualities of drivers are. 
They have organized effective competition among students and masters of produc- 
tion training. The pedagogical councils and subject commissions judge their ac- 
complishments chiefly by reports on the actual work of their graduates, and they 
are not carried away by success. 


Unfortunately, not all training organizations have organized their work in this 
way. The graduates of many schools, and motor vehicle schools in particular, 
have a superficial knowledge of the machinery and fail to acquire solid skills in 
operating it. This is a result of indulgence and simplification in the training 
process, an inadequate practical orientation, and lowered requirements of the 
students, sometimes by certain examining commissions, The interests of the work 
demand more vigorous propaganda, persistent work to introduce the practices of 
the best schools, and intensification of checks by the departments of non-troop 
training of the military districts, military commissariats, and DOSAAF conm- 
mittees of the work of training organizations, and rendering prompt and effective 
assistance to then. 


Concern for the military-technical training of future fighting men means concern 
for rapid development of teamwork in squads, crews, and teams and for the combat 
readiness of units and ships. The efforts and resources spent are most justified 
when the draftee who has been trained at a training organization is used in his 
specialization when he joins the troops. But the requirements of controlling 
documents on this score are not always carried out. It is especially common, as 
the editorial mail illustrates, to send the graduates of DOSAAF radio engineering 
schools to work in other specializations. We cannot tolerate mistakes of this 
kind. Officials who are to blame for draftees with special training being sent 
to units where their knowledge and skills cannot be used must be held strictly 
accountable. 


Predraft and draft-age young people who receive only elementary military training 
deserve particularly close attention. As we know, the program of elementary 
military training does not envision military-technical training. This means 
that mass defense work must be developed by every means at schools, enterprises, 
sovkhozes, and kolkhozes. We must attract young men to circles that study en- 
gines, the foundations of radio engineering, and electronics or model making 
circles. Where possible, amateur technical sports clubs and branches of DOSAAF 
training organizations should be set up. This activity is an inalienable part 
of military-patriotic indoctrination of young people and preparing young men for 
military service. 


Military units and schools can make a significant contribution to the military- 
technical training of draftees. Sponsorship ties between them and local DOSAAF 
organizations, industrial enterprises, kolkhozes and sovkhozes, and schools 








deserve every possible support. Among the forma of participation by military 
servicemen in military-technical training for young people that should be 
widely disseminated are open houses during which future fighting men can see the 
equipment and weapons, help setting up physical facilities for training, assign- 
ing experienced specialists to direct the work of circles, organizing compe- 
tition in military-technical types of sport, giving lectures, and conducting 
question and answer evenings on technical topics. 


To prepare future fighting men to master contemporary military equipment and wea- 
pons and to fulfill socialist obligations in honor of the 26th CPSU Congress 
assumed in the organizations that are training specialists for the army and navy 
means to give the Armed Forces high-quality replacements and to make a signifi- 
cant contribution to insuring the constant combat readiness our units and ships 
and a further rise in the defense capability of our country. 


Technical Emphasis of Training Questioned

[Letter by Maj (Res) A. Makhnev, military instruction of secondary school No 36 
in Sverdlovsk, and answer by Col K. Kolpakov: "A Comprehensive Approach Is 
Needed" ] 


[Text] Letter by Maj (Res) A. Makhnev 


Secondary school No 36 in Sverdlovsk where I work has set up a good military- 
technical training classroom. The students used to master the specialization of 
parachute packer there. Various types of competition were common. Many older 
students belonged to the parachute section and made parachute jumps with the 
local DOSAAF aviation sport club. 


But now there have been changes in initial military training. Military-technical 
training has been eliminated from the program. Why was this done? Many other 
schools have good radio classrooms and rooms for motor vehicle training. Can it 
be true that all these things will go unneeded? 


At the request of the editors, Col K. Kolpakov wrote the fol- 
lowing answer to Major Makhnev. 


Yes, the former program of elementary military training allocated a certain time 
for studying machinery. But practice showed that the planned training time was 
inadequate to master any military specialization. Not all schools had the 
necessary physical facilities. There were other problems also. A military 
instructor who had served, for example, in the airborne troops would replace a 
former navy man. Under these conditions it was hard to preserve succession in 
studying machinery. 


The most successful schools were those where students acquired miiitary- 
technical knowledge primarily during out-of-class time, in the system of mass 
defense work. 
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The changes in the program do not at all mean that the military-technical 
training classrooms are now unneeded and can he shut down. On the contrary, we 
must use every opportunity to acquaint young people with machinery and work 
closely with DOSAAF organizations to expand the activities of circles that study 
engines, the foundations of radio engineering, and electronics. Where possible, 
amateur technical sports clubs should be formed. All this, taken together with 
compulsory elementary military training, whose program is uniform for all schools, 
will promote comprehensive, high-quality preparation of draftees for military 
service. 
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
